CALL FOB VOLUNTEERS IN THE CAUSE OF HUMANITY; LECTURER 
ADDRESSES LOCAL CHAPTER. 


The strike of the iron workers and 
shipbuilders, which resulted in the 
shutting down of the Schaw-Batcher 
Company Pipe Works, Enterprise 
Foundry, Coast Foundry, Pacific Car 
and Equipment Company and affected 
the Steel Mill, has been declared 
ended, and these industries are again 
in full operation. 

At a joint conference held at the 
Palace Hotel Friday the two commit¬ 
tees quickly arrived at a decision 
which they are hopeful will end the 
tie-up. The employers’ committee 
agreed to see that every plant was 
opened to the workmen this morning 
and the strikers’ committee agreed to 
use their best efforts to persuade the 
men to report. 

R. W. Burton, president of the Iron 
Trades Council, issued a bulletin to 
the members of every union affiliated 
with the council, instructing and ad¬ 
vising “all members who have the 
welfare of the Iron Trades Council at 
heart,” to report for work this morn¬ 
ing. 

80,000 Men Out 

The strike affected about 30,000 
men in the bay region and in¬ 
terrupted work on more than $125,- 
000,000 worth of government work, 
including ships, aeroplanes, motors 
and other vital war necessities. 

The Iron Trades Council announced 
that the settlement is only temporary 
and was accepted for patriotic mo¬ 
tives. 

According to several prominent 
labor men, the Oakland and Alameda 
workers are responsible for the delay 
in settlement of the trouble. The San 
Francisco shipyards workers voted 
unanimously for acceptance of the 
compromises, but their fellow work¬ 
ers across the bay voted nearly 
unanimously for rejection. The fol¬ 
lowing crafts are represented in the 
iron Trades Council: 

Molders, machinists, blacksmits and 
helpers, pattern makers, boiler 
makers, casting cleaners, electrical 
workers, sheet-metal workers, en¬ 
gineers, shipyard riggers, shipyard 
painetrs, shipyard laborers, structural 
iron workers, asbestos workers, steam 
fitters, brass chandelier workers and 
stationary firemen. 

New Agreement. 

Following are the most important 
features of the new agreement affect¬ 
ing South San Francisco wage 
earners: 

Wages, up to and including $4.25 
a day, shall be increased 20 per cent. 

Wages, from $4.26 a day, up to and 
including $5 a day, shall be increased 
12Ms per cent. 

Wages, from $5.01 per day, up to 
and including a point where such 
increase shall not bring the wages 
above $6 a day, 10 per cent. 

It is understood that the object in 
agreeing to this advance in wages, at 
this time, is purely patriotic on both 
sides, and in order that the needs of 
the government in time of war shall 
not be hampered. 

Eight hours shall constitute a day’s 
work, and all overtime shall be paid 
at the rate of time and one-half ror 
first three hours after regular quit¬ 
ting time. Double time shall be paid 
I for all time over eleven hours a day, 
I but this shall not apply in cases 
j where more than one shift is required.

CALIFENE 


The entrainment of 40 per cent of 
the draft contingent has been com¬ 
pleted successfully all over the coun¬ 
try. While many troop trains are 
still moving toward the encampments, 
no more men are being entrained. 

The railroads are now faced with 
the task of getting their equipment 
back in time to take care of the next 
allotment of the draft which they are 
under orders to begin carrying on 
October .3d. The next allotment will 
also consist of 40 per cent and must 
be entrained completely by October 
6th. 

Two thousand five hundred and 
eighty carloads of freight have been 
consumed in the construction of Camp 
Lewis. Equipment, such as uniforms, 
blankets, etc., is now being delivered 
at the rate of about eight carloads a 
day. 

Work at Fremont. 

The Southern Pacific Company, 
which is mobilizing 50 per cent of the 
western quota of the Liberty Army, 
in addition, must soon furnish service 
to Camp Fremont, where, beginning 
this week, troops of the regular army 
will be mobilized. Camp Fremont 
now has accommodations for 20,000 
men. The Southern Pacific has com¬ 
pleted its construction work, with 
the exception of the passenger station 
and agency on the grounds, and is 
working at top speed on spur tracks 
which will lead from the Dumbarton 
cut-off to the great base hospital and 
the remount station where ten thou¬ 
sand head of young horses will be 
broken for the government. Four 
million feet of lumber is being deliv¬ 
ered at the site of the hospital.
